SOUP KITCHEN FOR THE JEWISH | 
POOR. 


SPECIAL APPEAL FOR PASSOVER 
RELIEF 


HE Committee of the above instita- 
tion desire briefly to lay before’ the 
Jewish public the following statement. 

For some thirty years it has been the 
practice of the Soup Kitchen Committee to 
supplement the relief which it has been their 
primary daty to dispense by some additional 
aid on Passover. Originally the donations 
of the public were sufficient to enable the 
Committee to give this help out of its surplus 
funds, subsequently a Special Passover 
Relief Fond was commenced, but the res- 
yonse of the public during recent years 
Loving been insufficient, funds belonging 
perhaps pospensy to the Soup Kitchen were 
applied to relief on Passover. ; 

rhe Committee of the Soup Kitchen feeling 
that the practice was not justifiable at & 
momeot when the Soup Kitchen has only 
been able to continue its work by borrowing 
money from a friend, decided to discontinue 
this year the Passover Relief Fund, but 
representations having been made to them 
of the hardship such a course might entail, 
they have resolved to make one more appeal, 
and to explain exactly the state of their 
finances. 

To pay off the debt and to continue the 
distribution hitherto in use, will entail a cost 
of about £400, The Soup Kitchen Commtitee 
will cheerfully give their services, and in- 
deed will endeavour to ‘improve the method 
of relief, but it must rest with the public 
whether the Passover shall bea festival to 
many a poor family, and whether some cheer 
hi be broaght to those who want some 
help and who it is believed deserve it.

Experimentally 
there have been several successes, but prac- 
tically and commercial y up to the present 
time, as far as we are aware these have been 
only failures. These failures have miinly 
arisen from the difficulty experienced in 
separating the water-gas from the other pro- 
ducts. ‘This difficulty has now been over- 
come, not by one invention, but by the com 
bination of the best features of several 
inventions having for their object the 
manufacture of water-gas. What is more, the 

atented inventions which have been com- 

ined in the new process are not those of one 
inventor or of one country, but represent 
several inventors and several nationalities— 
namely, England, Germany, America, and 
Sweden. ‘he amalgamation of these various 
patents and the beneficial results which have 
accraed therefrom came about by reason of 
the exigencies 0’ manufacture of corru.ated 
builer flues and press-flanged steel frame 

lates for railway rolling stock at the Leeds 

Reena Company's Works, Leeds. The metal- 

lurgical operations carried out there de- 

manded fuel of a higher calorific intensity 
than could be obtained from either the 
generator gas of the Siemens producer, or 
ordinary coal gas. Mr, Samson Fox, the 
managing director, therefore turned his 
attention to water-gas, and, having carefally 
considered the whole question, decided upon 
putting down a water-gas plant at the Leede 

Forge. The works were begun on September 

29, 1887, and on March 29, 1838, plant 

capable of producing 40,000 cubic feet of 

water-gas per hour was started, and has since 
been in constant operation with perfect 
success, and without interruption. gas 
roduced gives every satisfaction, not oaly 
metaliurgical, bat al-o for lighting 
purposes, the whole of the works being 
supplied with it. 

“ Water-gas is the result of a chemical 
reaction which takes place in passing steam 
through incandescent carbonaceous matter, 
and may be considered as the practical result 
on a wholesale scale of the ordinary labora- 
tory experiment of decomposing water by 
patsing steam through a bighly-heated iron 
tube. Inthe water-gas apparatus the fuel. 
which at Leeds Forge is coke, is raised to a 
bigh temperature in a generator by the aid 
of an air-blast. The blowing is continued 
for aboat ten minutes, by which time the 
fuel has reached a dull red heat.. Daring 
this period what is known a3 prodacer-gas 
is given off, and this is led away to a range 
of Lancashire boilers, where it is utilised 
in raising steam for the engines in the 
works, At the end of ten minutes the valves 
are reversed, the air-blast being stopped, 
and the further exit of producer-gas to the

and lighting purposes, The gas is also us 
most successfally for driving gas engines. 
“The metallurgical purposes to which 
the Water-gas is applied at the Leeds Forge 
are various, Inthe first plac’, itis ased in 
the beating furnaces in the plate mill, where 
the steel ingots are rolled into plates for the 
manufacture of Fox's corragsted boile: 
flues. It is also used in welding these tabes 
and heating the plates for Mr. Fox's flanged 
frame-plates for riilway rolling stock, and 
for h's flanged boviler-fron*s, besides which 
it is utilised in various other similar opera- 
tions thronghoat the works. In the app’i- 
eation of water-gas to the manafacture of 
Sie nens's steel there is a marked improve- 
ment in the quali:y as well as the quantity 
of the’ product. With this gas 80 charges 
of steel ver furnace per week can be-turaed 
out, as agaiost 11 charges per furnace per 
week from furnaces of equal capacity using 
gas from Siemens's producers, Besides being 
used for metallurgi:al parposs:,the offices 
and various parts of the works are lighted 
with water-gas, the burners employed being 
arranged on the Fahnejelm s)stem. Burnt 
in the ordinary way, the water gas gives e 
blue flame, but by suspending a comb com-. 
posed of thin magnesia rodsia the flame the 
filaments are quickly heated t» a white heat, 
prodaciny a brightglow light of bigh illa- 
minating power but which is neither un- 
pleasant to the eye nor prejudicial to the 
sight. The heating power of water-gas was 
very great, as was demonstrated upon our 
recent visit to the Leeds Api ¢ W orks, 
where we inspected the method of its manu- 
facture as well as that of its use in the 
various departments, To give one instance 
only, a piece of copper wire placed in an 
ordinary coal-gas flame was only made red 
hot. A similar piece of wire placed in a 
water-gis flume issuing from a similar 
burner was quickly and porfeotly fased. 

“An important consideration in the adop- 
tin of any new system is, of course, its cost ; 
and in this respect water-gas comes out well. 
{ts production per ton-of fuel is about 
80,000 cubic feet, and with fuel at 8+. por 
ton, labour at 3s, 6d, perman per day, and 
the prodaction going on continuously, it is 
found that the gas costs slightly less than 
4d, per 1,000 cubic feet. The experience of 
uine months’ working at the Leeds Forge 
has led to the conclusion, based on carefully 
ascertained data, that the saving effected on 
the whole works is about £10 000 per annum. 
Looking at the advantages of water-gas for 
illuminating pacposes, it is to be observed 
that, besides giving an agreeable light, it 
does not deve up any noxious fumes, nor does 
it produce smoke; health and cleanliness 
being thereby preserved, and paintings, fur- 
nitu:e, and decorativas remajning aninjared, 
For lighting mansions this would prove a 
boon, while the producer-gas can be ucilised 
for heating purposes. Similarly, « mill- 
owner laying down a water-gas plant for 
lighting his factory will obtsin gaseous fuel 
fur steam-raising purp ses practically for 
n thing. For small towns also the lighting 
could be carried out with water-gas, the 
producer-gas being used for steam-raising 
and manufacturing purposes generally 
Although the installation of this water- 
gas plant at the Leeds Forge is the 
tirat in England, the tystem is being largely 
adopted in America and on the Continent, 
both at steel works and for illuminating 
purposes.”

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annual examinations by the Government Inspectors is the insignificant percentage 
of failures in English subjects among Jewish children of foreign parentage. In 
many classes every child will pass, a marvellous fact, considering that some 
ninety per cent. of the parents of the children are not of English birth, and that 
in most instances tho “home” language is an odd mixture of English and 
Jiidisch-Deutsch. It is also but just to observe that similar results are shown at 
Board Schools, such as Old Castle Street and Chicksand Street, whero a large 
proportion of the pupils are Jewish children. As far as can be judged at present 
the New Code will affect Jewish Schools very favourably. 

The Board of Management of the Bayswater Synagogue have followed the 
admirable example of the New West End Synagogue in issaing an annual Report 
to the members of the congregation giving a summary of the annual accounts of 
thesynagogue funds and details of allsuch matters connected withthe management 
as may prove interesting to the general body of seatholders. This plan should be 
generally adopted. The cost is trifling and the effect salutary. It is pbdlitic to 
inform the members fully upon the affairs of the congregation and to excite their 
interest in itsconcerns. The Bayswater Synagogue is one of the most happily 
managed, in every sense, of the constituent congregations of the United Syna- 
gogue, and its officers, both honorary and salaried, enjoy the respect, esteem, and 
confidence of the members, who give them loyal and cordial support in every 
measure affecting the interests of the synagogue. The congregation contributed 
its quota of £994 towards the “‘commanal burdens,” £12 towards enabling the 
Hambro Synagogue to meet its local expenditure, and £162 towards the deficien- 
cies of impecunious synagogues ; and the Board of Management have resolved to 
reserve the final surplus for repainting the interior of the synagogue next year 
so as to relieve the General Building Fund. The report suggestively dire: ts

attention to the new financial arrangements by which any legacy specially 


bequeathed to the synagogue will be held in trust for its exclusive service and 
not merged, as hitherto, in the general funded property of the United Synagogue. 


The American Hebrew suggests an accession to the communal institutions 
of New York by the organisation of a “ Council of Parnassim,” a body composed 
of the Presidents of all the Jewish Congregations. Such a union, it is claimed, 
would wield great moral influence, would facilitate united action on important 
Jewish matters, and wonld make it. possible to cope with the difficult Chevrah 
question. We might point out that the Execative Committee of the United 
Synagogue is virtually a Council of Parnassim, for the balk of its members act 
ex officio by reason of being Werdens of Canstituent Synagogues. This model 
Executive Committee is one of the most business-like bodies in the community. 
The essential weakness in Jewish congregational affairs in America. is 
the absence of this element of union between the various synagogues. 
True, the ministers have ozcasional conclaves, but these are not 
ideal assemblies from the point of view of unity. The ritual differ- 
ences are far more accentuated in America than in England, bat there 
seems to be no reason why the idea of a Council of Parnassim, in New York 
at least, should not becarried out. Any movement that tends to community in 
thought and action among our Transatlantic brethren should have our heartiest 
sympathy. They have had troubles and trials utterly unknown to English Jows 
and there are many signs of a desire to end, of at least greatly to diminish, the 
bickerings, discord, and rivalries ofa past generation. 

Is it a good legacy to leave £1,000 “ towards the political restoration of the 
Jews to Jerusalem and to their own land ?” The question is discussed in a recent 
work on Charitable Bequests by Mr. A. D. Tyssen, who gives tho authority of 
Vice-Chancellor Knight-Bruce in 1851, for holding such a legacy void. Appar- 
eutly, however, the use of the word “ political ’ was the rock on which the legacy 
split, as the bequest was thouglt by the Vice-Chancellor to involve an inter- 
ference with the authority of the ublime Porte. Had the testator left his 
personalty to a legally established society, formed for the philanthropic object of 
assisting the Jewish settlers in the Holy Land, no objection could have been 


taken to his will. An example of a good Jewis: legacy is given by the same 


author. A Jew left £300 consols in trust to pay the dividends to the parnosim 
of Ostrovesy in Little Poland, to pay three persons to learn in the “‘Beth-Hamme- 
drass” and on every anniversary of his death to say the Hebrew prayer 
“Candish.” This truet, tosay what the learned author calls “ Candish,” was 
held good by Sir John Romilly. ‘The person responsible for the curiously nasa- 
lized form here assumed by the word usually spelt Kaddish appears to have 
been the solicitor who drew the will. Mr, Waley and Mr. Jessel were counsel

UNITED SYNAGOGUE. 


The monthly meeting of the Council: of the United Synagogue was held on 
Tuesday at the Central Synagogue Chambers. There were present: Lorp

The Executive Committee brought up a report on a letter from the Borough 
Synagogue, requesting the favourable consideration of the Council to an application 
made by the Rev. F. L. Cohén, Minister and Secretary of that Synagogue, for a grant 
of £52 per annum until such time as the projected Minister's residence attached to 
the Borough Synagogue is provided for him. The Executive Committee, after 
careful consideration of the whole subject, resolved that, with the assent of the 
Board of Management of the Borough Synagogue, the Council be recommended to 
grant to the Rev. F. L. Cohen the sum of £40 per annum, in commutation of house 
rent, rates and taxes, until such time as, in the opinion of the Council, a suitable 
house is provided for him ; such payment to date from the Ist January, 1889, and 
the amount to be charged in the Budget of the Borough Synagogue. In the event 
of the house not being occupied by the Minister, and being let fo an eligible tenant, 
the Account of the Borough Synagogue is to be credited with the amount of rent 
received. 

In connection with this subject.a letter was read from the Borough Synagogue 
expressing unwilingness to have the amount charged on the local account. 

Mr. Henry Lucas moved the adoption of the recommendation ef the Executive 
Committee, which was met by an amendment, proposed by Mr. J. A. Couey, seconded 
by Mr. D. Davis (two of the representatives of the Borough Synagogue), that the 
grant be £52 per annum, commencing from July last, be voted in accordance with 
the application of the Rev. Mr. Cohen. 

The PRESIDENT said he had hoped that the recommendation would have met 
with a unanimous assent, considering that it was conceived in a spirit of fairness to 
the Borough Synagogue and that it evinced a spirit of generosity which he thought 
would have been appreciated. He regretted that his hope had not been justified. 
Gentlemen representing the Borough Synagogue and other synagogues seemed to 
regard the action of the Executive in the light of. insults. Such was not the case. 
He would not consider the subject under discussion from anarrow point of view, but 
if the views of the Borough Synagogue were accepted, a policy would be adopted 
which in future would vitiate all the financial arrangements of the Council. The 
Executive and the Council were always generous to ministers, and if there were any 
cavilling it was with regard to small outlays which local Boards of * Management 
could obviate. 

After some observations from Messra. M. Hart and N. Davison a point of order.

recommendation of the Executive Committee was agreed to. 
Tne Executive Committee reported to the Council that lotters. had been 


received from the Federation of synagecsucs in referenve to representat lon on 
the Conjoint Flour Committee and the Motso Distribation (Overseers ) Committe, 
asking for the appointment of an additional Dayan for East London, and also on the 
subject of the Beth Hamedrash. ‘The letters are under the consideration gf the 
Executive and Beth Hamedrash Committees. 

Mr. CHARLES SAMUEL brougnt up a report and recommendations of the Bailding 
Committee, with respect to the condition of some of the real property of the United 
Synagogue,and to repairs. needed at the Great, New, Central, East London, North 
London and West London Synagogues, and in the Council Room. The Council 
authorised the carrying out of the necessary works at an outlay of £1,957, this amount 
being exclusive of architect's commission. 

In regard to the Great Synagogue, the Building Committee mentioned in their 
report that they had every reason to beleve that the Building Fund would be rolieved 
of the burden of defraying the heavy cost (£620) of the works reqatred at that 
synagozue. 

This statement was supplemented.at the Council meeting by Mr. A. Rosenrenn, 
the Warden of theGreatSynazozu>, who mentioned that ne ily £350 (£2009 coutri- 
buted by Lord Rothschild and £100 by Mr. Charles Samuel) had-been collected 
towards meeting the expenses for repairs. The outlay for matting and: carpet, Mr. 
Rosenfeld added, would be met from the surplus of this synagogue, 

The Building Committee's report also contained a statement and recommen la- 
tion on the proposed enlargement of the St. John's Wood Synagogue, In view, how- 
ever, of a letter received from that synagogue intimating that the setual expen- 
diture would be £500 in excess of the original estimate—an additional outlay which 
the local Board was unwilling to incur—and asking a grant of £500 fram the Council, 
the subject was referred to the Executive Committee. | | 

Mr. I. M. MARKS, Financial Representative of the Great Synagogue, informed 
the Council that the aeries of Addresses to Jewish Working Men and Women which 
had been delivered at that synagogue on Sabbath afternoons during the winter had 
been very successful and hal now been brought to aconzlusion.

‘LITERARY INTELLIGENCE. 


Mr. Benjamin Shewzik, of the Judith College, Ramagate, has written a 
“ Responsum,” in Hebrew, on the question of Cremation. The pamphlet has an 
Eoglish version of the “case” on questions which the learned author has set him- 
self to answer. There is also appended an English Preface consisting of an essay 
op “Juda'sm of the present generation,” in which the admissions are ttrangely 
frank and faulty. Mr. Shewzik maintains that cremation is not, and never has 
been, countenanced by Jewish authorities, from the Bible onwards. Although cre- 
mation is clearly forbidden, it is permi.ted to bury the ashes of a Jew whose body bas 
been cremated, be-ause the identity, as it were, of the deceased has been destroyed, 
The interment, however, of such ashes shoald take place some distance, sa? eight 
yards, from the graves of the pious ones buried in tae more orthodox fashion.

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JEWISH ETHICS, 


Tat eubject of the Rev. Morris Josern’s recent lecture at the South Place 
m ‘Ntitute is one which has received only too little attention hitherto. Yet 
Were is no subject which is more important than Jewish Ethics, whether 
gard be had to its intr'nsic interest or to its practical bearings. It is a

work dealing systematically with the spiritual and moral teachings of 
on m was felt by Bacusa eight centuries ago, and it induced him to give 
me world his Duties of the Heart.”

that some other scholar may determine to undertake the task, and carry it to 
a successful issue. 

The immediate necessities of the times, however, may ba satisfied by less 
ambitious efforts, While we are waiting for the epoch-making work which 
is to give to Jewish ethical teaching its due place among the moral systems 
of the world the time may be not unprofitably beguiled by making people 
better acquainted with the mere letter of that teaching. Even in this com- 
paratively narrow field of effort the neglect is visible of which we have spoken, 


Little is done nowadays to enlighten the world as to the trae character of | 


Jewish ethics, or to dispel the doubt lingering in some minds as to whether 
there is such a thing as a Jewish ethic at all.. Our modesty in this respect is 
extraordinary. . By comnion consent we seem to have determined to hide 
our light under a bushel, and t» have abandoned all claim to compete with 
other religions in the matter of moral teaching. We are quite content 
as a rule, to leave the world in the undisturbed possession of the idea that 
Judaism is little more than a bundle of ritual observances and that the only 
Gospel it preaches is the Gospel of getting on. The unjust verdict that men 
pronounce on Judaism is the result of Jewish supineness, It needs some 
exceptional crisis to arouse us from our lethargy. A revival of the blood- 
accusation will evoke indignant protests, backed by a score of quotations 
from the authorities, in newspapers and reviews. The recrudescence of perse- 
cution in some semi-barbarous country will extort a sheaf of proofs to establish 
the fact that usury and oppression of every kind are uncompromisingly 
condemned by Jewish law. Jewish complicity in a socialist agitation or 


anihilist plot becomes the text upon which to base a discourse on the respect ~ 


for law and order which is inculeated by the Scriptures ani the Rabbins, 
But when the special occasion is past the spasmodic energy it called into play 
subsides, and there, for the moment, the matter ends. A sustained and 
comprehensive attempt to explain the nature and to unfold the. excellence of 
Jewish ethical teaching—of this there is none. 

The fact is to be regretted for more than one reason. It is highly 
desirable, in the first place, that general opinion should ba more accurately 
jnformed than it is as to the character of the moral teaching of Judaism, out 
of regard for the relations of the Jew to his neighbour. Christians 
have a settled conviction, though it may be inarticulate, that no moral good 
can come out of Jopan because the ethics of the Old Testament are hope- 
lessly an! immeasurably inferior to those of the New. Any aberrations from 
the Christian standard of morals which they fancy they detect in the Jew, 
English or foreign, they put down as the results of an inferior teaching, and 
therefore as inevitable. Thus prejadice is fostered, and the day still further 
postponed which is to witness the birth in the Gentile of an absolute trust in 
the Jew. Surely this equality, this moral enfranchisement, which a mere Act 
of. Parliament is powerless to confer, is well worth striving for; and an 
elucidation of Jewish ethics is the only means of securing it. What has to 
be done is to prove that both the Jewish Seriptures and the Talmud 
teach a morality as exalted as that of the Gospels—nay, that all the 
ethical maxims of Christianity, which besides -their nobility have the addi- 
tional merit of being practical, are simply retlections of Jewish teaching. If 
it be said that to do this is to engage in religious polemics and thus to arouse 
ill-feeling, we reply that the object of the task is not to disparage Christianity, 
but to restore to Judaism the position that belongs to it among ethical 
systems. And if this aim be keptin view the task can be accomplished 
without wounding anyone’s susceptibilities, 

But, paradoxical though it sounds, the true nature of Jewish ethics 
must be expounded out of regard for the necessities of the Jew himself. The 
Rev. Morris Joseru’s contention that Judaism assigns the highest place in 
its teaching to morals will have come almost with the force of a revelation to 
many aJew. Ifit isa truth which some have ignored, it is one which others 
have longed to know. For ages too many Israelites have found in ritual 
practices, combined with a more or less defined belief in certain dogmas, 
the essentials of Judaism. Morals have certainly not been neglected, but 
they have not been regarded as constituting strictly Jewish territory and 
as representing the final aim of Jewish teaching. This narrowness, which, 
because it is out of harmony with the doctrine of the best authorities, is the 
defect of the Jew and not of Judaism, still survives, and has become well- 
nigh the despair of many a soul longing for a more spiritual presentment of 
Jewish truth than has hitherto been forthcoming. It is the cause of that 
complete severance from Judaism or that gradual estrangement from it which 
iathe chief feature in the religious history of so many thoughtful minds at 
the present day. if this process of alienation which is robbing Judaism of 
its finest spirits is to be arrested, more stress must be laid upon the higher 
aspects of the religion. Those who pine for nobler ideals, maust be taught 
that they can find them without going outside their people's faith. The 
higher life they yearn for, the inspiration they seek to lift them to the loftiest 
peaks of duty,—this Judaism offers them, if they will only penetrate to her 
very spirit and inform their souls with it, There is no need me them to 
look elsewhere. There is not a single moral truth, however sublime, which 
Israel does not possess in his own venerated books, Oharity is not an exclu] 
sively Christian virtue, even in the broader sense of toleration and forgiveness

and mercifal judgment. The superiority of mghteousness to ritual, of meek- 
neas to sacrifice—this is the Law, as well as the Prophets. The love of our 
neighbour was taught by the Hebrew Scriptures long before it was extolled 
by the Gospels, and as an ideal capable of realization Hite is the equal, 
though he was the predecessor, of Jesos. Traths such as these must be clearly 
and emphatically taught to-day if Judaism is not to be left to the formalist 
alone, and if the whole moral character of the Jew is to be still farther 
strengthened and uplifted. or even those who still cling loyally to the 
ceremonial law will be all the better for a clearer perception of the dignity and 
a better understanding of the demands of Jewish moral teaching.
